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Sir: 

In response to the Restriction and Election of Species Requirement dated December 29, 
2005, Applicant elects Group I, claims 1 - 5, 10 and 1 1, drawn to an isolated polypeptide 
cellulase and a composition containing the same, for examination. This election is made without 
traverse. 



The Examiner has further asserted that the application contains claims directed to three 
(3) distinct species, and the Examiner has required the Applicant to elect a single disclosed 
species for purpose of the initial examination. 
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In response to the election of species requirement, Applicant elects Species (A), protein 
SEQ ID NO: 3 or nucleic acid encoding SEQ ID NO: 3; claims 1 - 2 and 6 - 21 are readable 
thereon. 

The Examiner has also noted (at pages 5 - 6) that the restriction requirement makes 
restriction between product claims and process claims, and Applicant appreciates that the 
Examiner has recognized the possibility of rejoinder of the process claims under the provisions 
ofMPEP 821.04. 

Applicant submits that if any of the elected claims are found to be allowable, claims 
dependent therefrom should similarly be considered allowable in the same application. 

Applicant also reserves the right to file a Divisional Application directed to any non- 
elected claims that might not be rejoinder.
